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DETAILED ACTION 



Previous Rejections 

Applicants' arguments, filed May 30, 2008, have been fully considered. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are 
hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated 
or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the 
instant application. 



Objection: Duplicate Claims 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds 
its support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents 
or discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." 
(Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an 
invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 
U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and 
In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be 
overcome by canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer 
coextensive in scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a 
double patenting rejection based upon 35 U.S.C. 101 . 



Applicant is advised that should claim 9 be found allowable, claim 12 will 
be objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is

proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial 
duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 
(New Matter) 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 11 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
deletion of the condition that the hydroxyproline and aspartic acid be complexed 
with a silanol is new matter. Applicant has amended claims 11 and 14 such that 
they are wider in scope than the original claims. The specification only supports 
hydroxyproline and aspartic acid complexed with a silanol (page 5 lines 20-30); 
therefore the deletion of the phrase "complexed with a silanol" is NEW MATTER. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Desjonqueres (US Patent No. 6,001 ,378) in view of Hirama et al. (US 
Patent No. 4,713,397) and Zaveri (US Patent No. 6,376, 557). 

This rejection is maintained and is now applicable to amended claims 8- 

14. 

Applicant argues that one skilled in the art would lack the motivation to 
pick a) octyl butyrate, b) glutamine peptides, c) hydroxyproline and aspartic acid, 
d) benzyl nicotinate, and e) panthenol. 

In response, the Examiner again points out that all the ingredients of 
Applicant's composition(s) are known to used to treat hair loss as stated in the 
previous office action. In fact Applicant admits on page 4, lines 10-15 that the 
composition of the present invention makes use of all the known hair loss- 
preventing potential agents. 

Applicant additionally, argues that the composition of the present invention 
exhibits unexpected results and particular amount of ingredients recited in claims 
8 and 1 1 are result effective parameters. The examiner is no position to evaluate 
such results, however, given that no factual data is presented in connection 
therewith.
